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With the opening of five new Far Eastern galleries the Museum can now take 
its visitors from the coast of Syria to the China Sea. And in the journey a 
good many methods of exhibition have been worked out. This business of 
showing, exhibiting or displaying things, museum jargon prefers the word 
‘installation,’ may well be the most important part of an art museum’s 
educational attack. For if the work of art is allowed to speak directly to its 
audience, in other words if it can simply be seen in the best light, other forms 
of persuasion may not be so necessary. But each object has a way of posing a 
new installation problem. 

In the Near Eastern gallery for example the intimate, literally “miniature” 
paintings of Persia could not be allowed to compete with massive museum 
walls. So each is held at a slight angle as if the observer held it in his own 


hands. A pre-Islamic alcove was walled off from the main room to assure a 


steady north light on the shallow carving of the relief from Persepolis. The 


next gallery, of Indian miniatures, had to be shrunk down to the slight scale 
of the delicate paintings. Here the ceiling and upper walls were lowered by a 
dark blue, contrasting with the light blue of the lower walls in a typically 
Indian color combination. 
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The hall of Chinese sculpture is entered through an ante-room of Indian 
and Indonesian sculptures with the VIIth century Indian columns serving as 
a temple gateway. “Window cases” as the Museum calls them, pierced through 
the inside walls, allow bronzes and potteries to be seen in the round and to 
collaborate with paintings in one room as well as with sculpture in another. 
The sculpture hall itself tried to achieve a feeling of the massive and monu- 
mental, suitable to the Buddhist serenity of its contents, while the Chinese 
painting galleries around it are intended to feel more lightly held, in scale and 
weight with the fragile handscrolls they show. These and a host of other 
considerations have entered into the arrangement of the rooms, quietly, but 
effectively enough it is hoped to allow the masterpieces to speak in their own 


universal tongue. P.R.A.

Barnett: Artist, Teacher 


Herbert Phillip Barnett, newly appointed Dean of the Art Academy, has 
come to Cincinnati with an impressive record as painter, teacher and adminis- 
trator. An exhibition of some thirty of his paintings and a smaller group of his 
drawings, to be seen in the Alms Galleries from November 2nd to 25th, will 
serve as an introduction to the friends of the Art Academy and the Museum, 
and to all in the vicinity of Cincinnati who are interested in art. 

The details of Barnett’s training and professional experience have already 
appeared in the previous issue of the Bulletin. A measure of the attention that 
his work as a painter has won is his representation in museum and private 
collections: Amherst College Museum of Art, Worcester Art Museum, Penn- 
sylvania Academy of Fine Arts (Lambert Purchase Prize) and the University 
of Arizona Gallery of Modern American Art; paintings privately owned are 
to be found in numerous Atlantic Coast cities and as far west as San Francisco. 

Of course, the best way to understand an artist is to examine his work, 
because in it he reveals experiences most meaningful to him. Such compre- 
hension can be quickened and deepened when we know which artists he 
admires. For Barnett as a young painter, as for many others before him, there 
was the inspiration of El Greco, Rembrandt, Goya, Cézanne and others of 
equal stature, made possible through several years of residence in Europe. 

Cezanne, a great innovator and forerunner of the modern movement, in his 
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famous remarks about painting indicated his admiration of the “art of the 
Barnett also believes knowledge of the great masters is important 
and that, “With increasing understanding of the past, one realizes that there 
is nothing entirely new in art,” but, “Each generation of artists interprets the

old truths in a contemporary way.” Barnett applies it to himself thus, “In my 
most recent work there has been some reduction of emphasis on contours and 
an increasing reliance on the development of abstract volumes by means of 


’ 


color modulations.” Some testimony in regard to his achievement is found in 
a review of Barnett’s most recent exhibition in April, written by Emily Genauer 
of the New York Herald Tribune. She wrote, “He has always been a sound 
technician, and the new collection of figures and landscapes display the fine 
drawing, sensitive development of restrained color, and poetic mood which 
have always been his hallmark.” 

One cannot help bul feel the forcefulness of Barnett’s art and understand its 
sound structure. In this respect, although a painter representative of his time, 
Barnett stands in the line of succession that goes back to those masters of the 
past like van Eyck, Leonardo, Tintoretto and others whose great skill and 
power, apparently based on complete confidence in themselves and their times, 
are still important sources for artists today, regardless of their aesthetic ideals. 
Aware of how he attained his own individuality as a painter, Barnett’s goal as 
an art educator is the student’s ultimate self-realization as an artist inspired, 
rather than handicapped, by the pioneers of painting and their heirs. 


Print Department Exhibitions 


For the winter and spring the Print Department has planned a series of 
exhibitions that presents a selection of the most significant prints made from 
the early periods to the present, some chosen from the Museum’s notable 
collection and others borrowed from art organizations and dealers. 

Contemporary American Color Prints is the first exhibition to be shown 
during October. The opportunities for technical experimentation and personal 
expression by means of color in woodcut, lithography and etching have ap- 
pealed to many American painters in the last few years. Some excellent work 
which emphasizes design and texture is being done in these techniques. 

In November a travelling exhibition of Italian Drawings sponsored by the 
American Federation of Arts will be presented. The painter-writer Carlo Levi 
and the sculptor Marino Marini are included in this group of post-war draw- 


ings. A selection from the Herbert Greer French bequest of the most important 
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Italian engravings and etchings made during the 15th to the 18th centuries 


will be presented at the same time. 

The historical review of printmaking will be continued in January with a 
group of engravings, etching and woodcuts by Albrecht Durer to be followed 
by the etchings and drypoints of Rembrandt from the Museum collection. 
Contemporary printmaking will be represented again by the very fine travel- 
ling exhibition from the 1951 Brooklyn National Print Annual. The Ohio 
Printmakers’ 25th Annual should be of particular interest this year since it 
will sum up the aims of this organization formed to encourage professional 
printmaking in Ohio. 

The climax of the Print Department’s program will be the Second Interna- 
tional Biennial of Contemporary Color Lithography, opening March 21, and 
which is the only international print exhibition held anywhere at the present 
time. More than 200 color lithographs by many of the most important Ameri- 
can and European artists will be brought together and, subsequently, 80 of the 
prints will be circulated among European museums.

Several additions and changes in the staff of the Academy and Museum 
have been made recently. Miss Madge Smith has been appointed Secretary- 
Registrar of the Art Academy of Cincinnati. Replacing Miss Smith as secretary 
to the Director is Miss Virginia Campbell, formerly secretary in the public 
relations department.

Clifford Schulte, bookkeeper, business office; Miss Geraldine Turner, clerk, 
Academy evening school; Miss Lucille Prather, assistant in the library. At the 
Academy Mrs. George F. Koch is the new assistant in the office and Mrs. 
Ellen Lindell Haller, noted freelance fashion designer, is teaching the new 
fashion illustration class. 


Art Directors Annual 


The Art Directors Club of Cincinnati in collaboration with the Museum 
will present during November the 30th Annual Exhibition of Advertising and 
Editorial Art. Seventy artists are represented in this show which includes a 
number known for their work in the fine arts. This exhibition is circulated by 
the American Federation of Arts for the Art Directors Club of New York, 
originators of this nationally known annual. 
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Recent Loans 


Requests from other museums for loans this season have been more numer- 
ous than usual. During October the Portrait of Madame Cézanne by Paul 
Cézanne and Women at the Races by Edouard Manet appeared in the Joslyn 
Art Museum, Omaha, Nebraska, 20th anniversary exhibition which traced the 
growth of French painting from David to Cubism. The Albright Gallery in 
Buffalo will borrow the dramatic oil painting Medea Slaying the Children of 
Jason by Eugene Delacroix, a recent gift of John W. Warrington. Canaletto’s 
Arch of Septimius Severus and Juan Zurbaran’s Still Life are to go to the 
Winnipeg Art Gallery in Canada for an exhibition of Italian and Spanish 
Baroque Art this fall. . 

To the nationally important exhibition Masterpieces of Chinese Bird and 
Flower Painting at the Fogg Art Museum, Harvard University, the Museum 
will send one of its paintings, Doves and Pear Blossoms, from the latter part 
of the Sung Dynasty, by Ch’ien Hstian. The exhibition will be held from 
October 30 to December 14. A selection of seventeen of the Museum’s paintings 
from the Barbizon School will be on exhibition at the University of Kentucky 
during November. This is the same group which toured eight museums 
throughout the country last year under the auspices of the American Federa- 
tion of Arts. From November 14 to January 6 the portrait entitled Lilya by 
Eugene Speicher will appear at the Brooklyn Museum in a large exhibition 
defining the chief movements in American painting from 1900 to 1950. The 
Dayton Art Institute and the Columbus Gallery of Fine Arts are borrowing 
three American paintings for their fall exhibition, America and Impression- 
ism: Mary Cassatt, Mother and Child; J. Alden Weir, A Path in the Woods; 
Theodore Robinson, Road to the Mill. 


Sixth Annual Local Exhibition 


In the Upper Alms Galleries on November 26 the selected work of Artists 
of Cincinnati and Vicinity will open to Museum members, artists and their 
friends. This year, as last, the group was selected by a two-man, out-of-town 
jury. Joe Jones is well-known for his paintings of wheatfields in his native 
Missouri. His work is in museum collections, he has painted post office murals 
and has received commissions from national magazines. The other jury mem- 
ber, Bartlett H. Hayes, Jr., is Director of the Addison Gallery of American Art 
at Phillips Academy in Andover, Massachusetts. Mr. Hayes studied art in this 
country and in Europe from 1927 to 1933 and teaches art at Phillips Academy.
